real people, they can't lay them off and on as they 
would a garment. We have developed a certain brand 
of office seekers in America who have learned how to 
do this. They have actually grown to imagine it to be 
a virtue. They think that for any man to hold views 
Chat he can not change upon demand of the majority, or 
where his financial interests will be helped, is an evi- 
dence that the man is unfit to live among civilized be- 
ings. The Missouri politician typifies them well when 
tie said at the conclusion of his speech, "Now them's 
my sentiments. But if you don't like 'em I can change 
*em." Real convictions can only be changed and should 
only be changed by such appeals as have weight with 
conscience and judgment.

Government came into being there 
was no food In the country.
